LONDON : (CP) — The Queen gave birth 


toa boy—her-second-son—at 3.30-p.m. (7.30 
m. PST) today. 


Both the Queen and the infant prince were 
said to be doing well. 


Bells rang out the joyful news across the 
nation which had waited tensely through-the 
33-year-old Queen’s long confinement. 


The birth came more than 30 hours after 
she called her doctors. 


A carnival air swept through London. The great 
bells of London's churches peeled out the news. The 
crowds began to swarm to the Palace in increasing 
numbers. 

Outside Buckingham Palace, more than 2,000 
cheered wildly as a Palace official pinned up a hand- 
written bulletin giving the news of the birth. 


The official announcement said: 

“The Queen has safely delivered a son at 3.30 p.m.. 
today. Both Her Majesty and the infant prince are do-

Children and‘ Their Art 


I AM FEREQU ENTLY astonished at the 
number of-parenfs there are about who 
are deeply concerned with their children’s 
school work, who see to it 
that they have music 
lessons: and even dancing 
and elocution lessons, but 

._who give not a thought to 
their children's art edu- 
cation: Their children see 
plays and go.to concerts. 
But, go to an art gallery? 
Never. Practice at the 
piano is supervised and 
checked on, but when it 
comes to the things that 
children see and, more important, the kind 
6f artwork they do... apparently it couldn't 
matter less. I have even had kind and well- 
intentioned frienfis send my children those 
vicious paint-a-picture-by-numbers sets! 

I was reminded of how immensely stan- 
dards of art teaching in the schools have im-; 
proved, since my day, at a lecture recently 
given by Charles Dudley Gaitskell, director 
of art for the Ontario department of educa- 
tion. But I was also depressed to learn from 
him that. my impression that. standards are 
by no means uniform throughout Canada 
and that there-are still many teachers wil- 
fully destroying children's creative impulses 
(and potential love of art) by drilling them 
in eye-hand-co-ordination exercises—drawing 
chalk boxes in careful perspective, etc; How- 
ever, there is improvement in many areas 
and certain art galleries and centres—-par- 
ticularly that in Montreal under Arthur Lis- 
mer’s direction, are doing. work which has 
made Canada internationally known in this 
field.

form—if left alone, or at any rate guided 
very carefully. 

Saitskell suggests that there are six 
fundamental beliefs which have given con- 
temporary art education its direction. The 
fitst § have already mentioned: belief in the 
creative ability’ ofall children. -Then-there 
is the modern teachers’ belief that the artistic 
act involves intellectual and emotional activ- 
ity on the part of the artist and that there- 
fore growth in artistic skill automatically 
involves his broader personal growth. It. is 
surprising that politics should enter even the 
field of chitt art, but there is no doubt that 
one of the ideals of modern art education 
is identical with that of democracy itself— 
freedom of thought. . The traditional basis, 
of course, of artistic expression is experience 
itself and modern art education builds its 
programs around the child’s own experiences 
in life, not those of an adalt world, and the 
child is encouraged to experiment freely 
with his tools and materials in finding his 
own personal language of expression. 

* * * - 

The fifth basic tenet is a more tendentious 
one: increasing emphasis on the development 
of taste. It is perhaps early to be able 
to tell just how much progressive art teach- 
ing has done to change the taste of the 
young citizen —certainly looking around at 
our modern cities, at our industrial design, 
our advertising and so on, does not cheer 
ene—but surely no one will question the im 
portance, especially in a mass democracy, of 
trying to create a more widespread apprecia- 
tion of all the things we see. In fact, Gait- 
skell makes his- sixth point a logical exten- 
sion of this: that art activities are a means 
of developing good citizens in so far as the
